ERRORS I8 THE CENSUS RETURNS. 

Errors and discrepancies have been discov- 
ered in the census returvs of the various as- 
sistant marshals, which have, afier minute 
iovestigation, led Superintendent Waiker to 
the belief that they were committed by them 
with fraudulent intent to gain compensation 
beyond what was legitimately due. Accord- 
ingly instructions will shortly be issued by 
the District Attorney of the several districts 
wherein the frauds have been committed. to 
vigorously prosecute the offenders and insist 
on the extremest penalty of the law. This 
provides in case of perjury or wilfully mak- 
ing. a false certificate; a fine not exceeding 
$5,000and imprisonment for not less than 
two years. It seems probable ibat the first 
prosecution will be held in the case of an 
assistant marshal in Virginia.

GERMS OF DISEASE.
